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THE  STUDY  OF  MYTH  AND  RITUAL 

by  Beryl  Bellman 

An  anthropologist  at  the  California  Institute  ot  the  Arts. 


The  study  of  myth  and  ritual 
traditionally  has  been  a  topic  of  major 
concern  in  anthropological  investiga- 
tions. Consequently,  the  variety  of  ap- 
proaches used  in  that  study  have  re- 
flected the  theoretical  and  methodo- 
logical issues  current  in  the  history  of 
anthropology  as  a  discipline.  These  var- 
ious approaches,  following  Edmund 
Leach's  suggestion,  can  be  categorized 
into  three  different  classes:  (1)  the  ear- 
ly symbolists  including  Frazer,  Freud, 
Tylor,  and  Gassier;  (2)  the  functional- 
ists as  represented  by  Durkheim,  Mal- 
inowski,  Kluckhohn,  Firth,  and  Rad- 
cliff-Brown;  and  (3)  the  modern  sym- 
bolists which  include  Levi-Strauss, 
Propp,  Dundas,  and  Leach. 

Those  in  the  first  category 
believed  that  myth  should  be  studied 
as  a  thing-in-itself  without  reference  to 
thesocio-cultural  system  wherein  it  was 
produced.  Instead  myth  was  seen  as  an 
explanatory  mechanism  for  the  inex- 
plicable, and  as  a  magical  device  for  al- 
tering the  facts  of  reality  by  manipu- 
lating the  iconic  representations  of 
those  facts.  The  second  category  of 
theorists  can  be  sub-divided  into  two 
major  groups:  (1)  the  psychologically 
oriented  who  held  that  myth  functions 
to  alleviate  stress  and  anxiety  in  a  soc- 
iety; and  (2)  the  social-rriented  who 
saw  myth  as  reinfo'jing  social  solidar- 
ity, and  as  reasserting  the  basis  for  soc- 
ial organization  and  structure.  Both 
groups,  however,  were  similar  in  that 
each  maintained  that  myth  and  ritual 
must  be  understood  within  a  social 
context.  Finally,  the  third  category  or 
modern  symbolists  return  to  the  pos- 
ition that  nyth  can  be  understood  as  a 
thing-in-itself  by  paying  attention  to 
the  internal  organization  or  pattern  of 
its  recurrent  themes.  The  proponents 


of  this  approach  make  extensive  use  of 
the  methods  of  structural  linguistics  in 
order  to  locate  the  constituent  parts  of 
myth  and  ritual  and  to  identify  their 
grammatical  basis.  Their  work  essen- 
tially de-mythologizes  myth  into  an  un- 
derlying theory  of  an  unconscious  un- 
iversal base  for  all  social  organization 
and  human  cognition. 

There  is,  however,  yet  another 
approach  to  myth  and  ritual.  This  pos- 
ition is  demonstrated  in  the  writings  of 
Marcel  Grieule  on  the  Dogon  of  mod- 
ern Mali,  the  work  of  Rev.  R.  Tempels 
on  the  Bantu,  and  the  recent  descrip- 
tions by  Carlos  Casteneda  concerning 
the  teachings  of  a  Yaqui  brujo,  Don 
Juan.  Each  of  these  writers  held  that 
the  systems  of  belief  they  characterized 
must  be  seen  on  an  equal  footing  to 
any  theory  in  Western  philosophy. 
Hence,  they  made  little  or  no  effort  to 
place  the  ideas  of  their  informants  into 
theoretical  second  order  constructs.  In- 
stead they  endeavored  to  capture  the 
reality  of  those  ideas  as  they  obtained 
for  the  persons  who  have  created  them 
and  who  employ  them  in  their  daily 
life.  In  addition,  the  work  of  various 
ethno-linguistscan  be  included  into  this 
category  as  their  interest  is  in  describ- 
ing the  cognitively  salient  models  na- 
tive speakers  use  to  construct  their  ev- 
eryday world.  It  is  of  course  problem- 
atic whether  any  given  attempt  reaches 
that  goal.  Nevertheless,  as  the  work  of 
such  persons  as  Frake,  Metzger  and 
Conklin  has  demonstrated  we  cannot 
take  for  granted  the  taxonomic  system 
nor  the  logic  which  underlies  any  be- 
lief system.  Instead  we  must  learn  to 
perceive  and  to  listen  according  to  dif- 
ferent paradigms  of  related  ideas.  Not 
only  does  the  denotata  or  things  re- 
ferred to  by  a  given  lexeme  differ  from

by  Prof.  James  J.  Hurtak  of  California

Stravinsky!  The  story  of  the 
Stravinskian  paradox-  non-chromatic 
twelve-note  music  in  the  spatial  fourth 
dimension  -  finds  no  resting  place  in 
the  eloquence  of  an  epitaph.  Always 
his  contemporaries  had  found  him  vi- 
sionary, transitory,  untamed.

myth  to  the  other  we  will  have  ample 
opportunity  to  cover  his  innate  com- 
plex of  intuitions  and  possibilities 
based  primarily  on  an  exclusively  mus- 
ical experience  of  the  'myth  ot  time'-- 
chronos,  which,  in  Stravinsky's  lan- 
guage, 'man  is  doomed  to  submit  to... 
without  ever  being  able  to  give  sub- 
stance, and  therefore  stability  to  the 
category  of  the  present.  The  phenom- 
enon of  music  is  given  to  us  with  the 
sole  purpose  of  establishing  an  order  in 
things,  including,  and  particularly,  the 
coordination  between  man  and  time.' 

The  series  on  myth  and  Stra- 
vinsky begins  with  exploring  eastern 
myths  as  ciphers  of  the  birth-death  co- 
incidence of  opposites.  From  the  ear- 
liest combinations  \n  Mavra  and  Three 
Japanese  Lyrics  pour  ingredients  of 
Russian,  Gypsy,  Western  and  jazz  or- 
ientation, although  the  over-all  effect 
is  unmistakably  Russian.  Apropos  of  a 
statement  by  W.  H.  Auden  describing 
Stravinsky  as  a  complete  Apollonian, 
Stravinsky  rises  above  the  Nietzschian 
antithesis  as  a  musical  Doctor  Faustus 
or  creator  spiritus  on  ail  sides  of  myth. 
The  'creator'  thrust  is  the  theme  of 
programs  two  and  three. 

Finally,  program  four  explores 
the  modal  threads  in  Stravinsky's  sac- 
red cycle  which  combine  atonality  and 
anti-tonality.  Here,  strange  cacophony 
radiates  a  dimension  of  sublime  calm 
and  freedom  from  the  bonds  of  human 
passion.  Myth  becomes  a  musical  man- 
dala  and  a  spontaneous  course  through 
the  musical  universe,  unifying  the  spir- 
it of  the  twelve  tribes  with  the  "twelve 
tones"  on  both  sides  of  the  mytholo- 
gical YAHWEH. 

There  would  seem  to  be  no- 
thing more  to  say  about  Stravinsky's 
architectonic  conception  for  renewing 
time  through  myth;  about  his  emotion- 
al residuum  of  the  Fauvisme  of  Ma- 


tisse's circle.  Cubism,  the  protean  Pi- 
casso, and  neo-classical  objectivism  of 
Cocteau,  except  that  Stravinsky  de- 
mythologizes  and  re-mythologizes  at 
the  same  time.  The  time  for  under- 
standing Stravinsky  has  only  begun, 
for  every  one  of  his  works  has  dis- 
concerted us  with  bloodletting  tonal 
tension.  This  is  why  the  epitaph  on 
Stravinsky  must  be  a  life  epitaph,  an 
arabesque  on  the  harpsichord  -■  to  the 
joy  of  life! 

Prof.  Hurtak's  lectures  on  Stravinsky 
and  Myth  will  be  heard  Sundays  at  4  PM.

one  linguistic  system  to  another,  but 
also  often  totally  different  aspects  are 
posited  as  the  distinguishing  features 
between  the  lexemes  of  a  particular 
language.  For  instance, Conklin  showed 
that  the  structure  of  a  lexical  set  may 
affect  color  perception  by  describing 
how  the  Hanunoo  in  the  Philippines  do 
not  differentiate  between  colors  accor- 
ding to  hue  as  we  are  accustomed,  but

saturation.  Hence,  a  different  orienta- 
tion to  color  must  be  taken  in  order  to 
view  the  world  as  does  a  Hanunoo  per- 
ceiver.  Given  this  possibility  we  can 
also  assume  that  there  may  be  totally 
different  ways  of  hearing  people's  talk 
or  accounts  about  the  world  (inclu- 
ding myth).  This  latter  possibility  led 
to  my  specific  interest  in  discovering 
the  methodology  Fala  Kpelle  speakers 
of  Liberia,  West  Africa,  use  to  deci- 
pher the  meanings  of  their  cosmologi- 
cal  terms  as  they  appear  in  the  course 
of  their  natural  language.  Such  ap- 
proaches as  these  may  be  labled  as  a 
kind  of  ethno-hermeneutics  as  they 
concern  descriptions  of  how  to  see  and 
how  to  listen  from  a  member's  or  na- 
tive-speaker's perspective. 


It  would  be  a  mistake  to  as- 
sume that  the  above  approaches  to 
myth  are  incompatible  or  competitive 
with  one  another.  Rather,  each  must 
be  viewed  as  approaching  the  same 
phenomenon  from  a  different  perspec- 
tive. That  is,  myth  can  be  studied  from 
historical,  psychological,  social,  cultu- 
ral, and  phenomenological  positions. 
Each  work,  therefore,  must  be  viewed 
according  to  the  intentions  of  the  the- 
orist in  doing  his  work,  viz.,  either  to 
reinforce  some  theory  of  the  human 
psyche,  support  some  theory  of  soc- 
ial organization,  present  some  proper- 
ties constitutive  of  the  structure  of  an 
unconscious  universal  grammar  under- 
lying all  social  organization  and  hu- 
man cognition,  and  finally  a  charac- 
terization of  the  system  of  belief  and 
knowledge  whereby  a  given  myth  has 
meaning  to  its  creators  and  users  as 
they  go  about  accomplishing  the  world 
of  everyday  life.
